Watch Weight of Young Child 


Authority Urges This Precaution as a Preventive of Malnutrition 
Which, If Neglected, May Menace the Child’s Future Health

ANEMIA 
IS suspected In those 
children who are pale and thin and j 
ehsily fatigued. 
In a good many j 
cases an iron tonic is prescribed. But 
as a rule anemia 
is not the under­ 
lying1 cause. The 
real nature o! the ] 
trouble can often 
be traced 
to a 
V ' • 
nutritional 
dis- 
x 
turbance 
k nown 
as “m a l n ut r l - 
tion". 
Ma lnutrition Is 
a serious d i st u r b ­ 
ance of 
in fa n t s 
a nd 
y ou n g c h i l ­ 
dren. It is not a 
d i s e a s e in the 
true sense, but Is 
a 
general 
term j 
given a state of poor hea lth. 
This 
may be the result of chronic Infec­ 
tion, 
faulty 
diet. Incorrect 
eating 
habits, poor sleeping habits, lack ot 
rest, insufficient sunshine 
a nd fresh 
air, or a combination of all these 
negligences. 
Malnutrition is more common than 
most persons realize. 
It afflicts the 
country child as well as the city child 
and is found among the rich as well 
as the poor. 
Many chronic disorders 
of adult life are due to neglect of this 
disturbance in childhood. 
Malnutri­ 
tion should always l>e suspected in 
the child who does not eat well, sleep 
♦ well or gain weight. 
The young victim Is pale, dull and 
listless. 
He has dark rings under

his eves, tires easily and does not 
care to play with other children 
He 
is back ward in growth, height, weight 
and physical development. 
Food does not have much appeal 
and the child rarely finishes a meal. 
Every effort should be made to teach 
these unfortunate children good eat­ 
ing habits. 
Diet Im porta nt 


A dally rest period is often help­ 
ful. 
Preferably this should be tak en 
in the middle of the day. 
If the child 
is ex tremely active it may be neces­ 
sary to entourage two rest periods 
during the day. 
A good plan Is to weigh the child 
once a week . 
If there is no improve­ 
ment in weight and health, it is im­ 
perative that every effort be made to 
determine the underlying cause. 
Be­ 
fore eorfiplete recovery can be ex ­ 
pected, all physical defects must be 
corrected 
and 
local 
infections 
re­ 
moved. 
Special attention should be given 
the diet. This should Include an ade­ 
quate amount of milk , fruits, green 
vegetables, eggs, meat, cereals and 
bread. 
Never force a child to eat. 
Encourage him and if necessary offer 
a prize as a reward for good eating 
hibits. 
It Is a wise plan in every 
family to accustom children early 
in life to a variety of foods. 
Allow the baby to learn the flavor 
and tex ture of different foods. 
Of 
course, it is advisable to start with 
a small amount and gradually In­ 
crease it. 
Do not be discouraged If 
the young child spits out the first 
few mouthsful of food that is new to 
him. Thi.s is common and should not 
be tak en as a sign that the dislik e is 
permanent. 
To prevent malnutrition watch the 


weight of 
your child. 
Even If he 
m eans well, tak e your child to a 
physician for a full medical ex amina­ 
tion at least once a year. 
The child 
who does not gain weight 
normally 
or who shows other 
disturbance* of 
malnutrition should be 
ex amined fre­ 
quently in order to determine the un­ 
derlying cause.
